A very interesting discussion respect- 
ing alcohol has been carried on in the 
Contemporary Jieview. ■ Sir Jaems 
Paget presented the first contribu- 
tion. He argued in favor of the mod- 
erate consumption of good whiskey as 
against abstinence. He was followed 
by several physicians, two of whom 
held views similar to his, while two 
were opposed to alcohol, and others 
spoke with so vague an utterance as 
to make it impossible to predicate any- 
thing positively of their opinions. They 
were as eloquent as our House and it 
is quite possiblo they did not know 
what they were saying. Five well- 
known medical men took part in the 
discussion and overy one of the five 
siiys "toniperance is twice as good as 
total abstinence." The cause of those 
who think that good whiskey is gpod 
for man has triumphed. But this fact 
is not ovidonce in favor of taking a 
little ' too much and every ono who 
drinks should remember that bad 
whiskoy is poison. It seems clear 
from all the evidence that the temper- 
ance which physicians advocato requires 
more real self control than total abstin- 
ence; thereforo it is safer not to med- 
dle at all with the essenco of malt. One 
of the doctors says a man should not 
begin to drink whiskey until he is forty 
years of ago. Another says it is 
necessary* only for those who are not in 
perfect health, but this gentleman adds 
"in the ordinary wear and tear of 
civilization few people are perfectly 
healthy." Both doctors seem to be- 
lieve that a little good whiskey is good 
for man. Another famous physician 
says "tho majority of adults can take 
whiskey in some form or other, not 
only with impunity, but often with ad- 
vantage," and adds, "as yet there are 
no trustworthy statistics to show that 
abstinence from tho moderate use of 
alcohol is attended with unusual length 
of life or improvement of health." 
Another of the great doctors says, 
"Good whiskey, when properly used, is 
what it is abundantly proved to be, a 
natural and potent means of comfort." 
Ho also says a water-drinker who has 
a good appetite eats too much and in- 
jures his digestion. To him good 
whiskey is invaluable; in consequence 
of taking it he will require less food 
and enjoy better health. But now 
comes the important part of tho dis- 
cussion. What is tho amount which a 
man ought not to exceed in his daily 
consumption? One of the doctors 
would not answer. But two others de- 
clared emphatically that an ounce anc! 
a-half was enough for a man's daily al- 
lowance. Many of our ro.iders will 
suppose that is a very small supply of 
"comfort." One small glass full in the 
day! It would be easier to quit drink- 
ing altogether. Few men indeed felt 
more strongly on this subject than 
physicians on account of their exact 
knowledge of the physical evils produc- 
ed by intemperance. To place before 
our readers the facts ascertained by 
medical hcience respecting tho action of 
alcohol on the human frame would be 
a waste~of time. It has been clearly 
demonstrated that millions of men are 
daily employed in poisoning themselves 
with bad whiskey, and this system of 
suicide appears to be amusing. To tho 
gentlemen who read this articlo we say, 
if you are resolved to kill yourselves 
choose the very best whiskey and take 
it in small quantities. Indeed, it might 
be well for every man who drinks to 
carry a pocket scales and weigh his 
whiskey at the bar. For the present 
tho small pocket scales used by miners 
in camp would be very useful. If tho 
practice of weighing the liquid becomes 
popular a smart drummer will soon ap- 
pear in the market with a patent 
pocket machine invented for the use of 
those who love to purchase "smiles." 

THE RIVALS AGAIN. 



The commerce of the Western Stales 
of America is threatened from a new 
quarter. Ex. Governor Seymour of 
New York says: "In three or four 
years from this date, British steam- 
ships of Nearly two thousands tons will 
lie at the docks at Chicago, and other 
lake ports, unloading their merchandise 
or receiving their cargoes of grain, pro- 
visions, etc. While we have under- 
valued and neglected our water chan- 
nels, the British Government has stead- 
ily pursued a policy which will give it 
a water jwtiy into the heart of our 
country, and which will make seaports 
of our great lake cities, with which it 
can hold direct commerce by a route 
under its sole control through the St. 
Lawrence river. Few commercial events 
of this century equal tho importance of 
the completion of this design. At 
Cleveland and Toledo, in Ohio, Britieh 
vessels will approach near to the centre 
of the population and production of our 
Union, which is now north of Gin 
ciunati. This centre, as is shown by 
the census reports, is stcadly moving 
westward toward a point between 
Chicago and St. Louis, two great cities, 
which, oven now, arc of more com- 
mercial importance than any in our 
country except New York. From 
Chicago to the foot of Lake Erie, on 
the western borders of this State, tho 
British will have the use in common 
with ourselves, of the lakes, through 
which the past season grain has been 
carried for less than two cents a bushel. 
They will not have to transship or 
elevato their grain as Americans must 
do who send it by the Erie Canal or 
by the railroads; they can continue 
their voyages through Lake Ontario, 
the St. Lawrence and the ocean to 
Europe, without making changes of 
cargo, and free from all charges of 
storage, elevating, etc. They will only 
have to pay toll at the locks on the 
Welland Canal and on the river above 
Montreal." The great traders are again 



face to face in a new market which is 
opsn in tho very heart of the Republic 
John Bull is preparing to carry all the 
produce of that rich region which sur 
rounds Chicago to foreign ports, at 
prices that will defy competition. The 
young trader is thoroughly alarmed ; 
he sees the old man is in earnest and 
resolved to uso his right in tho river 
and on the lakes. He must have half the 
trade and will surprise the wooden 
ham makers in the middle of their own 
market. The rivalry of these famous 
traders will be an advantage to the 
world; and we say to both, goahead 
gentlemen; opposition is the lifo of 
trade. 

THE AMENDE— WHAT THE 
MEMBER FOR NANAIMO 
SHOULD DO. 



Wo owe Mr. Abrams an apology. 
We stated that his Constitution Amend- 
ment Bill did not provido for taking 
one member from Kootenay in tho 
event of dissolution. We find on ex- 
amination that it does so provide; and, 
over thankful for small political favors, 
we herewith and hereby withdraw our 
remark concerning Mr. Abrams on that 
head. But we withdraw naught that 
we said about the enormous injustice 
about to be perpetrated upon Cow- 
ichan — an enterprising, populous and 
goahead district, whoso only crime is 
that she returned two Opposition mem- 
bers at the last election, while Kootenay 
with 29 Toters on the Register and but 
15 actual voters is to retain ono mem- 
ber. Nor shall wo cease to declaim 
against tho underrepresentation of New 
Westminster, which has nearly 1000 
voters and only two members. If Mr. 
A. is capable of acting in a spirit of in- 
dependence he will move on Monday to 
wipe out Kootenay as an electoral dis- 
trict and give her two members to 
Cassiar; and to New Westminster and 
Nanaimo he will move to give each an 
additional ■ member — thus increasing 
tho representation to 27, and reducing 
the sessional allowance to $250. After 
tho way in which Mr. Abrams and his 
constituents were bamboozled by the 
Act of last session he ought to "come 
up out of the wilderness" and join the 
Opposition, which his district has al- 
ready dene. Burnt children arc said 
to dread the fire. But Mr. Abuams 
seems to delight in scorching his fingers 
at the Government blaze.

AN ASSAULT ON A DOORKEEPER AT CO- 

VF.XT GARDEN SOME PLAIN WORDS 

ABOUT IT. 

(From tho London Standard, Jan. 23.] 

The Earl of Aylesford appeared at 
Bow street yesterday to answer a sum- 
mons charging him with having as- 
saulted two officials of the Royal Ital- 
ian Opera Houso, Covent Garden. 
Christopher Hichards said : On Monday 
evening defendant camo to the theatre; 
he asked for box 30; I referred to the 
list and found that tho ticket had not 
been tendered; I asked-for tho ticket. 
What did ho say?— "Box 30 I want." 
I turned round to look at tho list 
again and his lordship passed mo. I 
followed with Mr. Campbell and re- 
spectfully asked for the ticket. Ho 
said nothing then but went on. Whon 
spoken to again ho said, 'Show mo box 

30. D you, sir, what do you 

mean ?' Mr. Campbell told him that 
wo must have somo moro explanation 
as to who tho box belonged to, and we 
placed ourselves in front of tho defend- 
ant. . His lordship placed his hand on 
Mr. Campbell's chest and pushed him 
back. This caused Mr. Campbell to 
fall. A second time Mr. Campbell was 
pushed when ho tried to explain. Not 
knowing his lordship, I said, 'Be cau- 
tious, sir; remember the consequences 
of assaulting an officer in the execution 
of his duty.' He said, 'I am Lord 
Aylesford; who is your manager? I 
shall report you for insulting me, and 
refusing to allow me to pass to my box.' 
Just then some gentlemon came with 
the ticket, and one of them said, 'Hero 
is the ticket, what is tho matter?' His 
lordship said to his friends, 'Look at 
thoso scoundrels.' He accused mo of 
insulting him. I said, 'My lord, there 
has not been an insulting word used by 
me. It has come from you to us,' He 
used a very insulting expression to me 
then, and I said, 'Surely . that is not 
the language of a gentleman.' I stood 
aside to allow his lordship to pass. I 
felt a shock upon my head, and I did 
not know whether my head was off or 
my hat. My hat was knocked off and 
broken. 

Mr. Vaughan — Did you communi- 
cato with the defendant befora taking 
out this summons ? 

Witness — No. 

Has ho expressod any regret that this 
should have taken place? 
Witness — No. 

Mr. Vaughan said there might have 
been some little exaggeration in the 
case, but Lord Aylesford did not pro- 
serve his temper. It was to he regret- 
ted that Lord Aylesford was not con- 
tent with reserving his complaint for 
the proprietor of the theatre, by whom 
such complaint would have been im- 
mediately attended. Some language, 
however, was made use of which was 
to be regretted, and he was satisfied 
that when the attendant said that it 
was not tho language of a gentleman, 
the dofendant struck the man a blow 
on tho hat. It was a very fortunate 
thing that the blow did not tako effect 
on his head, as the consequences must 
have been such that the justice of the 
caso could not have been met by a fine. 
If it had taken effect on the head the 
caso must have gone to the Sessions for 
trial. Under tho circumstances Lord 
Aylesford would bo fined .£u in each 
case,

Assaults, however unprovoked and 
disgraceful, must be appraised, we sup- 
pose, in a police court by tho actual 
amount of physical injury inflicted 
upon the victim; and Lord Aylesford 
owes it to tho fact of his sticl; having 
been brought down upon a hat instead 
of an uncovered head that ho has es- 
caped from the charge brought against 
him at the Bow Street Police Court 
with no heavier punishment than a 
fine. But lie will greatly deceive him- 
self if he supposes that his offence will 
be regarded by decent people as one 
which can be purged by the diminution 
of his fortune by .£10, or that the ex- 
cossivclj' guarded language in which 
Mr. Vaughan described his conduct 
will be generally considered adequate to 
the occasion, Lord Aylesford, how- 
ever, stands in less need perhaps of be- 
ing told that he committed acts of 
gross brutality the other night at Cov- 
ent Garden Theatre thoa of being re- 
minded that ho was guilty of a mon- 
strous anachronism. These are not 
days when the regulations of public 
places of entertainment, ■ be they rea- 
sonable, are to be at once suspended in 
obedience to tho awful rebuke, "Do 
you know who lam? I am Lord Tom- 
noddy;" still less aro thoy days when 
the refusal to suspend rules in defer- 
ence to Lord Tomnoddy's rank will be 
held to justify a savago assault.

TJaefuL 

The Teredo is an insect that lives in 
tho sea, a wood-eater and the terror of 
shipowners, and wharf builders. These 
little insects have 'destroyed annually, 
millions of dollars' worth of property, 
but it appears thero is~an end to their 
career as socialists under tho sea. In 
San Francisco a new discovery has been 
tested mid is reported to bo a perfect 
success. It is known as the Thihuany 
process. Half of a pile sawed iu two, 
was immersed in tho fluid and the other 
half placed beside it and both side by 
side used as a pile. In July 187G it 
was driven into its place in tho sea. In 
November 1878 it was taken up and 
tho half that had been immersed in tho 
timber saving fluid was found to bo 
perfectly sound, the other half eaten to 
tho coro by the Toredo. 

Tho Thilmany process consists in 
first ejecting the sap of tho wood, by 
application of steam, and replacing the 
sap by a solution of sulphate of zinc of 
a strength of tivo per cent. This is 
particularly expelled and tho vacancy 
filled with a solution of chloride of 
barium. These two salts chemically 
unite and form an insoluble salt known 
as salt of baryta, which, crystallizing 
in the pores of tho wood, render it 
water, rot proof and insect-proof, while 
owing to the minuteness of the crystals 
it can readily be worked by any ordin- 
ary tools without their injury. The U. 
S. Government, in March 1878, formed 
a contract with the holders of the 
patent, and have erected large works 
at Boston for tho treatment of all wood 
to be hereafter used at that Navy Yard. 
Piles so treated have been tested at 
Pensecola, on the Florida coast, and at 
Charleston, S. C, by the direction of 
the United States naval authorities, 
and have been found to be proof against 
the ravages of the Teredo and all other 
destructive influences of those waters. 



Miscollanoous. 



A singular fatality is reported from 
Ireland. A man named Montgomery, 
of Killinchey, county Down, dropped 
down dead on tho 10th ult. His wife, 
Opon hearing tho news, also fell dead, 
and on a messenger being despatched 
to her sister it was discovered that she, 
too, had died suddenly. All three in- 
quests wero held in the evening. 

Madden, who stands committed for 
trial for threatening to shoot tho Queen, 
according to the Etoile Belye, is the son 
of Byrne Madden, a native of Dublin, 
who settled at Chauteau La Valliere, 
in France, and he was born at Bruges 
while his parents weie travelling in 
Belgium. In 1869 he was prosecuted 
for threatening by letter to kill King 
Leopold, and was sent to a lunatic asy- 
lum. He had previously been confined 
to Austrian, French and American 
asylums for threatening tho lives of the 
Emperor Francis Joseph, Napoleon III, 
and President Johnson. During the 
last Exhibition he resided in France as 
an interpreter. 

A new word of French extraction 
has been added to the great family of 
the English language — "Vicereine." 
The London Graphic has published the 
portraits of the Marquis of Lome and 
tho Princess Louiso as those of the 
viceroy and vicereine of Canada." It 
has been cordially accepted, like " the 
telegram." 

A Fortune from Chemistry. — It 
used to be said of a famous English 
geologist that he could tell by night in 
what part of England he was by simply 
tasting the soil. A little chemical 
knowdedge of soils helped a pedler to a 
great fortune; The founder of tho 
Lardorel family one day took off his 
pack under tho trees in Maremma 
Woods, and .spread out his bread and 
meat for the noonday meal. While 
eating he fell asleep, and his bread and 
meat rolled down on the earth. When 
he awakened ho picked it up and be- 
gan eating. The first mouthful was so 
bitter that he could not swallow it." 
Ho found the cause was tho earth in 
which it had rolled. He was an intel- 
ligent fellow, and his hobby was chem- 
istry. Ho had a friend at Leghorn 
who was a druggist, and with whom he 
had studied out many a chemical se- 
cret. So tho taste of tho earth set his 
mind to work, He gathered a portion 
of the earth and put it in his pack. 
When he tramped back to Leghorn, he 
and his apothecary friend examined tho 
earth and found his suspicions verified; 
tho earth was full of soda and borax. 
The pedler took his savings and quietly 
bought the waste land in the Maremma 
Forest, sot up his manufactories and 
made a princely fortune. In one of tho 
galleries of the splendid Larderel 
palaces at Leghorn is a huge borax 
coronet, placed on a high gilt pedestal. 
Now the grandchildren of tho clever 
old pedler, who sold matches, tobacco, 
brandy, etc., are mating with the de- 
scendants of Medicis, Salviatis and 
Savoy dukes.— PoMer's American Month-
